Congress Acts Affer a Message 
From the President, 


Taft Asked for $500,000 to 
Be Used in Strengthening 
the Levees and Congress 
at Once Voted $350,000. 
’ Situation Critical Says Taft. 


Washington, April 2.—President 
Taft sent a message to congress today, 
asking that $500,000 be appropriated 
for strengthening levees and building 
new dikes in the flood districts along 
the Mississippi, Missouri and Ohio 
rivers, ang within fifteen minutes 
after it was read in the house that 
body passed a bill making $350,000 
available for the purpose. The bill 
was rushed over to the senate, where 
it also was passed and was sent to the 
president for his signature. 

The president sent his message of 
appealtocongressafter Senator fos- 
ter and Thornton and virtually the 
entire Louisiana delegation in the 
house had called upon him and pic- 
tured the gestruction being workeg by 
the floods. The message follows: 

“tl am advised by the secretary of 
war, Whose reports 1 transmit here- 
with, that the flood in the Mississippi 
valley by reason of the rise in all the 
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rivers tributary to the Mississippi and 
Missouri at nearly the same time is 
likely in the lower part of the valiey— 
that is Missouri, Kentucky, Arkansas, 
Tennessee, Mississippi and Louisiana— 
to reach a higher point along the 
levees than it has ever reached within 
recent memories, and that there is 
very grave danger that the levees may 
give way under this unusual pressure 
ang that great damage may be done to 
property in the states mentioned, re- 
quiring, unless prompt action is taken, 
great future outlay in preserving the 
preper navigation of the stream.

ADAMSON EXPRESS MEASURE 
GIVEN FAVORABLE REPORT 

Washingion, April 2.—( Special. )- 
Representative W, C. Adamson's bil] 
for the regulation of express compa- 
nies, on which he has been working for 
several Years, was today favorably 
acted upon by the committee on inter- 
state and foreign commerce. It will 
now be reported to the house with the 
recommendation that it pass. 

Representative Adamson has _ not 
been considering the subject of a par- 
cels post because that is a subject of 
legislation within the jurisdiction of 
the committée on postoffice and post 
roads. He has regarded it as the duty 
of the commerce committee, of which 
he is chairman, to provide for the reg- 
ulation of the express companies as 
they are, and to require them to carry 
small parcels cheaply, speedily and 
safely. 

Judge Adamson’s bill was introduced 
at the beginning of the extra séssion 
of congress a year ago. It fixes the 
maximum rate which the express com- 
panies shall be permitted to charge, 
varying according to distance trans- 
ported and the weight of the package. 
Beginning at 2 cents, figures a pound 
for distance not less than 250 miles, 
the rate steadily rises to 12 cents a 
pound for distances of 3,000 miles, 

As there are no express companies 
on rural] routes, the Adamson bill would 
only benefit railroad towns unless sup- 
plemented by = service on the rural 
routes. The bill, as amended, provides 
for such co-operation by allowing 
packages to be mailed by the express 
companies on rural routes and requir- 
ing rural free delivery carriers to ex- 
press packages mailed with them by 
patrons, a great deal more cheaply

TOTALS $60,000

Stolen Pouch Contained $15,- 
000 in Currency From Banks, 


It Is Believed That Some One 
“Higher Up” Tipped Off 
Robbers to Fact That Pack- 
age Would Contain Large 
Remittances. 


Rome, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—- 
though the police department, the post- 
office department and the special gov- 
ernment officers are reticent as to the 
details of the big mail robbery that is 
known to have taken place in Rome 
last week, the developments so far 
make the robbery the biggest and most 
sensational ever occurring in north 
Georgia, the total amount taken being 
more than $60,000 in cash, checks and 
bonds. 

Detective Barry, Who has been in 
the government service for twenty- 
five years, has joined Postoffice Inspec- 
tor Adamson, and they are acting in 
pconjunction with the police depart- 
ment in trying to lbocate the money 
and the guilty: parties “higher up.”” The 
alleged robbery consisted, it fs said, in 
taking one full sack of mail from the 
baggage room of the Southern depot in 
Kast Rome, or in transit thereto from 
the Rome postoffice. The pouch has 
never been flound, although a 
search has been made of the homes 
the accused and those suspected.
